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A new species, Scolophyllum longitubum T.Yamaz. & Chuakul, is described from 
Thailand. This is the third species in the genus. 
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Dr. Wongsatit Chuakul found one species 
of Scolophyllum from Thailand and recog¬ 
nized that this species did not agree with the 
hitherto known species in the genus. After 
consultation from him, I studied this material. 
This species resembles S. ilicifolium (Bonati) 
T.Yamaz., but differs from it by narrower 
leaves, broader sepals and corolla with pure 
white color and longer tube. Therefore, this 


species should be treated as a new species.
